All bids are to be per lot; no 
lots will be broken. We reserve the right to 
reject any bid that we believe has not been 
submitted in good faith. 

III. Mail Bidders 

When a mail bidder submits the high bid 
on a lot, he will be awarded the lot at a no¬ 
minal 5 to 10% advance over the second 
highest bid.

Our grading system is patterned after that 
of the American Numismatic Association’s 
numerical grading standards. Where ap¬ 
propriate for greatest accuracy, additional 




intermediate grades are also used. Our 
designations are: 


Split grades indicate obverse/reverse desig¬ 
nations. For example, a grade of 65/63 
describes a coin with an obverse of Mint 
State-65 and a reverse of Mint State-63. 
Mishandled Proofs will be graded as any 
circulated coin, and may be classified as 
Proof-40 (denoting an Extremely Fine coin) 
or Proof-55, etc. 

New England Rare Coin Auctions will con¬ 
tinue to describe the coin beyond its 
numerical grade, describing depth of strike, 
defects, color, lustre and other important 
factors. Our goal is to provide the max¬ 
imum information about a coin’s condition 
through description and photography. 

IMPORTANT INFORMATION 
FOR MAIL BIDDERS 

Bidding by mail is a convenient and 
popular method of participating in a major 
rare coin auction. But successful mail bid¬ 
ding, like successful collecting, comes from 
knowledge. It is important for the mail bid¬ 
der to know how mail bidding works, and 
how to use mail bidding forms (such as the 


New England Mail Bid Form enclosed in 
this catalog) to your best advantage. Below, 
you will find helpful information regarding 
New England’s mail bidding process, and 
some important hints on preparing a suc¬ 
cessful mail bid form. 

How New England Mail Bidding Works 

New England Rare Coin Auctions’ mail bidding 
system has been structured with you, the bidder, 
in mind. It enables you to: 

1 . Bid conveniently in the privacy of your 

own home. 

2 . Obtain the lots you want as inexpensive¬ 

ly as possible. With these goals in mind, 
New England’s numismatic staff follows 
these mail bidding procedures: 

When we receive your mail bid form, we will 
assign you a bidder number. Your bids are then 
transferred, along with your number, into New 
England’s computerized master bid book. For 
example, if you were assigned bidder #749, New 
England would record your bids in our master 
book as shown below. 

Our master bid book: Opening 

Your bid sheet: _ Bid 

Bidder #749 Lot $250 $500 $1,000 


Lot Amount 658 641 1078 749 $525 



Just before the auction, after all mail bids 
have been recorded in the master bid book, 
we also record what the opening bid will be 


for each lot in a column marked “Opening 
Bid” (as shown above). Opening bids are 
determined by increasing the second high¬ 
est bid received on a given lot by 5-10%. 

For example, in the illustration above, Lot 
658 received mail bids of $250, $500 and 
$1,000. The second highest bid ($500) in¬ 
creased by 5-10% is $525. Therefore, $525 is 
the figure recorded in the “Opening Bid” 
column. 

At the auction, if there is no floor activity 
on the lot, you (as bidder #749) would be 
awarded the lot at $525. If there is floor ac¬ 
tivity on the lot, we will act as your agent 
and bid competitively for you. If the 
amount that we bid for you is not exceeded 
by a bidder on the floor, you will be 
awarded the lot wherever the bidding stop¬ 
ped. In every instance, we will try to obtain 
your lots as inexpensively as possible, and 
in no case will we exceed the amount 
you’ve indicated as your maximum bid (i.e. 
the amount recorded above your bidder 
number in our bid book) unless you so in¬ 
dicate on your mail bid sheet. 

For this reason, it is important that the bid 
you submit should be the absolute max¬ 
imum that you would be willing to pay for 
that lot. You will not necessarily have to 
pay the full amount of that bid. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact, nearly 70% of our mail bidders 
are awarded their successful purchases at 
less than their top bids. All of our auctions 
are unreserved, too. This means that every 
coin in our sale is sold to the highest bid¬ 
der. No reserve bids are allowed.

Pre-registering is the easiest way to par¬ 
ticipate in this or any New England auc¬ 
tion sale.

You 
must pre-register for all floor bidding. 

Your bidder number card will be filed 
alphabetically (by company name if you 
wish), and will be ready to pick up.

If you have a permanent bidder number 
with us, you need not fill out the coupon. 
Your bidder cards will be waiting for you 
at the pre-registration table.

It does not consti¬ 
tute registration for the Long Beach 
Numismatic and Philatelic Exposition.

A Guide to Successful Mail Bidding 


New England Rare Coin Auctions offers 
specialized services to help make your mail 
bidding experience a successful one. Our 
Exhibition Service offers you the opportuni¬ 
ty to personally view lots before placing 
your bids. Our mail bidding process allows 
you to purchase coins at levels below your 
actual bids. But in helping to ensure a suc¬ 
cessful mail bidding experience, there is one 
thing that you can do: read the Terms of 
Sale that you’ll find in this catalog careful¬ 
ly, and fill out your mail bid form with 
these hints in mind: 

Please remember that New England 
cannot be responsible for errors made 
on your mail bid form, and mail bid¬ 
ders are legally bound to purchase any 
coins awarded to them at auction. 
Therefore, before filling out your mail 
bid form, plan your personal bidding 
program carefully. We suggest using a 
worksheet to write down all the coins 
from this sale that you’d like to bid on, 
and your maximum bids. When you’ve 
completed your worksheet, review it, 
keeping your own finances in mind, 
and revise your bids accordingly. After 
finalizing your worksheet, fill out your 
mail bid form. This will help reduce er¬ 
rors on the form and enable New 
England to process your bids accurately 
and efficiently. 

When deciding how much to bid for 


any given coin, refer to current dealer 
price lists. Such lists will not tell you 
exactly how much to bid for the coins 
you want, but they will give you some 
indication of realistic bidding levels. Of 
course, there may be some coins that 
you’ll want to try to obtain at 
“bargain” prices, but a solid knowledge 
of realistic bid levels will generally pro¬ 
duce the most satisfying results. For ex¬ 
ample, a coin that is currently selling in 
dealers’ price lists for around $1,000 
will probably not be won by a bid of 
under $800-$900, and by bidding in 
this range you run a high risk of losing 
the coin. You would have a much bet¬ 
ter chance of obtaining the coin with a 
bid in the $1,000-$ 1,200 range. 

Never bid more for any given coin 
than you are willing to pay. Again, 

New England cannot be responsible for 
mail bid form errors and you are legally 
bound to purchase any coin awarded 
to you at auction. Therefore, please 
make sure that each bid you write 
down truly represents the maximum 
amount you would be willing and able 
to pay for any given lot. 

If you wish to limit the total amount 
you’d like to spend at this auction, 
please indicate that limit on your mail 
bid form. (New England has provided a 
space for you to do so in the form’s left 


column.) You may then record bids on 
your form of up to three times the 
amount of your limit, and New 
England will execute bids for you until 
your limit is reached. (Due to book¬ 
keeping costs, New England’s bid- 
limiting service can only be offered to 
bidders with limits of $1,000 or more.) 

If you wish to limit your purchases by 
coin type rather than by dollar 
amount, you may use New England’s 
“One Lot” policy. This policy allows 
you to group up to five lots of any one 
coin type (e.g. five Morgan Dollars, five 
St. Gaudens Double Eagles, etc.) 
together on your mail bid form and in¬ 
dicate that you want to purchase only 
one coin out of that group. This is an 
especially useful mail bidding tool for 
type set collectors who may see, for ex¬ 
ample, five desirable Indian Head 
Eagles in this auction but wish to pur¬ 
chase only one. (Please note: Our “One 
Lot” policy and limiting total purchases 
by dollar amounts cannot be combined 
on a single mail bid form.)

Signed by Jacob Mott, John 
Parker, John Huger, and Edward Blake (Chairman of the South Carolina Naval 
Board), and Countersigned on the reverse by Morgan Labb. $1200-£360 Virginia, 
May 7, 1781, *7563, CRISP UNCIRCULATED, lightly foxed with some fraying 
at the corners, not affecting design. Signed by John Lyne, J. Hopkins and Bolling 
Stark, and printed by John Dunlap, printer of the The Declaration of In¬ 
dependence. Sun, moon, and thirteen stars to left in design. 

3 Lot of four Colonial notes, including: $5 Continental Currency, Nov. 29, 1775, 

*1226, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED, one light vertical center fold. Printed on 
thick paper with blue silk. Jumbo right and bottom margins, left edge cut into 
design. Signed by Mordecai Lewis and Thomas Morris. $4 Continental Currency, 
Feb. 17, 1776, *64275, CRISP UNCIRCULATED. Signed by John Mease and 
John Purviance. 

6d Delaware, May 1, 1777, *50733, Ch. CRISP UNCIRCULATED, bright with 
vivid printing on thick, blue fibre and mica paper. Signed by Richard Lockwood. 
18d Pennsylvania, April 3, 1772, *17904, CRISP UNCIRCULATED, traces of 
waterstain at base, remnants of hinging glue at top. Signed by Adam Hubley, 
Joel Evans, John Mifflin. 

4 1652 Pine Tree Shilling, Large Planchet, Noe-9, Crosby lb-c, VERY GOOD-8, 
deep gray toning. Unevenly worn surfaces, tree detail possibly retooled many 
years ago. (p. 16 of Guide Book) 

5 1652 Pine Tree Shilling, Small Planchet, Noe-16, FINE-12, (p. 16 of Guide Book)

Of highest 
rarity, and guaranteed to attract much interest, (p. 21 of Guide Book) (photo) 

8 1723 Hibernia Halfpenny, VERY FINE-30, medium brown toning. One area of 
verdigris on reverse, (p. 22 of Guide Book) 

9 1742-H French Colonies-Sou Marque, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-50, deeply 
toned, with traces of verdigris, (p. 29 of Guide Book)

14 1787 Fugio Cent, Pointed Rays, Newman 20X, FINE-12, light residue and small 
digs at center of reverse. High R-6 in this condition, according to Kessler, (p. 57 
of Guide Book) 

15 1787 Fugio Cent, Pointed Rays, Newman 1G-N1, FINE-15, light brown toning. 
Dirtier areas on reverse and three light surface marks at 11 o’clock obverse. 
Kessler rates this as R-5 in Fine. (p. 57 of Guide Book) 

16 Lot of 2 Colonials: 1788 Massachusetts Cent, Ryder 8-C, R-2, VERY FINE-20, 
light brown planchet, area of red wax dripped on reverse, (p. 36 of Guide Book); 
Kentucky Token (1792-1794), Plain Edge, EXTREMELY FINE-40, light brown 
surfaces with traces of mint lustre (p. 49 of Guide Book) 

17 1795 Talbot, Allum and Lee Cent, MINT STATE-65, Red and Brown. Full blazing 
cartwheel lustre and exceptional problem-free surfaces. Original light olive ton¬ 
ing with 25% mint red gleaming through. “WE PROMISE TO PAY THE 
BEARER ONE CENT,” on edge. For those about to begin a collection of Colonial

brown toning upon virtually perfect and vaguely Prooflike surfaces. Reverse is 
very close to being Mint State, and possesses much original mint red. These have 
been increasingly popular in recent months due to the recent Garrett offering and 
our select offering of Washington pieces in April 1981 Metropolitan New York 
Sale. High grade Washington pieces are only now receiving the attention they 
deserve, (p. 53 of Guide Book) (photo) (color photo)

21 1793 Gilbert-4, Cohen-1, R-4, VERY FINE-30, weakly struck on reverse at 

CENT, but this is characteristic of the variety as the die slightly warped in the 
center, failing to bring full pressure to that area in the design. Nice medium 
brown surfaces with only the smallest surface marks present. 

An elusive one-year type coin, difficult to locate in a high grade. 

Believed to have been modelled after the French “Libertas Americana” medal 
which inspired Adam Eckfeldt to portray a bust of Liberty facing left with Liberty 
Cap on pole behind. Scarce enough in any grade, this particular variety Roger 
Cohen rates as “R-4. The scarcest 1793. Very seldom seen in higher than Fine.” 
This example is far above average, and should tickle the fancy of many an astute 
collector, (photo) 

22, 1804 Plain 4, Stemless Gilbert-2, Cohen-13, R-l. ALMOST UNCIRCU- 

LATED-58, weak strike evident at 9 to 11 o’clock obverse and corresponding 
areas on reverse. A few minor keg-marks on the obverse. Attractive deep brown 
planchet. Most common of all 1804 varieties, yet an error caused when diesinker 
inadvertantly forgot to punch stems onto reverse wreath. 















23 1806 Large 6, Stems, G-3, C-4, R-l, MINT STATE-65, iridescent chestnut toning 
with beautiful mint lustre. Simply a stunning Draped Bust Half Cent. Ex New 
England Prudential Sale, Lot #12 (photo) 

24 1809 9/6 Gilbert 5, Cohen-5, R-l. ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-50, once lightly 
dipped now retoning very nicely. First year of “Turban Head” design on Half Cents 
designed by John Reich to replace Robert Scot’s Draped Bust motif. 

25 1828 13 Stars, MINT STATE-63, spectacular Semi-prooflike surfaces with traces 
of mint red. Light iridescent gray tone. A near MS-65 coin, for the finest type set. 
Ex New England Metropolitan New York Sale, March 1979, Lot #631. 

26 1835 MINT STATE-63, full strike, full mint bloom and incredible cartwheel 
lustre, but artificially toned.

INDIAN CENTS 


From the early part of the Twentieth Century until the late 1950’s, the series most frequently 
selected by novice coin collectors as a starting point was the small cents beginning with the Flying 
Eagle cents (1856-1858), continuing with the Indian Head cents (1859-1909), and ending with the 
Lincoln cents (1909 to date). This was probably because most of the coins could either be found 
in circulation at face value or purchased from coin dealers for a few cents each. This widespread 
availability, together with the introduction of inexpensive coin folders or albums to house them in, 
created an ideal situation for the beginning collector to attempt to obtain one of every date and 
mintmark combination issued from 1856 to date. 

Although strictly speaking the 1856 Flying Eagle cent is a pattern rather than a regular issue, it 
has traditionally been collected as part of the regular series, probably because the manufacturers 
of early coin albums saw fit to include a space for the 1856 as part of the collection and so it has 
remained since that time. Interestingly enough, the 1856 as a date is still the single most expen¬ 
sive coin in the series, selling even in circulated condition for several times as much as lesser 
known and decidedly rarer small cent pattern issues in similar condition.

This leaves no alternative to a decision that 
the 1794 pieces from this die must have been struck in 1795, despite the date."

The rarity of this issue has been recognized by Seated Liberty specialists for 
years. Beistle, who wrote one of the first references to the series, classified it as

573 The year 1861 saw a great deal of turmoil at the New Orleans Mint. First under 
federal control, 330,000 Halves and a few thousand $20 Gold Pieces were struck. 
When Louisiana seceded from the Union the Mint fell to the state, and another 
1,240,000 Halves were minted. At the end of February, Louisiana joined the Con¬ 
federacy and turned the Mint over to the newly formed Confederate government. 
Another 962,633 Half Dollars were struck by the Confederacy using old U.S. 
Federal dies. 

During those heady early days of the Confederacy, they recognized the need for 
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distinctive Confederate coinage. The New Orleans Mint had outproduced 
Philadelphia in coinage of Half Dollars for 15 of the previous 17 years, and was 
ready for production of that coin. Thus, Confederate Secretary of the Treasury 
Memminger sought a new Half Dollar design. AHM Patterson supplied a design 
featuring a Confederate shield with seven states representing the seceding states, 
with Liberty Cap on pole above, surrounded by a wreath of cotton and grain. Four 
Pattern proofs were struck from this die in combination with the Federal Liberty 
Seated obverse. At about the same time, however, the fortunes of the South 
turned sour and the Confederacy could no longer obtain the bullion necessary for 
coinage purposes. Production was suspended. 

The die for the piece remained in the hands of Dr. B. F. Taylor, who kept the 
secret of its existence until the 1870’s. At that time it came into the possession of 
J.W. Scott, a coin dealer from Philadelphia. 

Scott saw the chance to profit from his find, and took 500 original 1861-0 Half 
Dollars, planed off the reverse and restruck it with the Confederate die. There 
were also 500 pieces struck with the die in white metal using a “token” obverse 
reading: 4 ORIGINALS STRUCK BY ORDER OF C.S.A. IN NEW ORLEANS 
1861 . . . REVERSE SAME AS US (FROM ORIGINAL DIE * SCOTT). Over the 
years Scott sold the pieces at $2 to $15 each, often manipulating the price as he 
saw fit. The original Confederate die was defaced to prevent further restrikings. In 
1922 it was given as a gift to the Louisiana Historical Society. 

The set we offer here consists of: 1861-0 Half Dollar, Regular Issue, MINT 
STATE-60, light lavender toning. As the story above relates, this coin (from 
regular dies) may have been struck by Federal authorities, the State of Louisiana, 
or by the Confederacy in early 1861; 1861 Scott Restrike, ALMOST UNCIRCU- 
LATED-50. As told above, struck on a regular issue 1861-0 Half Dollar. The 
waviness in the obverse field is a result of the restriking process and is seen on all 
Scott Restrikes. One of only 500 made; the following two lots are Scott Tokens in 
white metal, ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-58 and MINT STRIKE-60. Cabinet 
friction may be seen on one example. The other possesses Semi-prooflike fields. 
Attractive examples, one to show the obverse, the other the reverse. Two of only 
500 made.

UNUSUAL ALASKAN SEALSKIN NOTE 


872 (1810-1825) Dateless Alaska 25 Kopek issued on sealskin parchment. FINE, 

moderately soiled (but much of this could be a result of the tanning process) and 
quarter-creased. Design and lettering remains fairly bright, above average for 
this issue. Obverse with machine-tooled design, serial number and denomina¬ 
tion. Reverse depicts the logo of the Russian-American Company, which 
operated in the early 1800’s in the Aleutian-Alaskan region, while that area was 
under Russian control. As a currency of expediency, sealskin parchment was cut 
into octagonal pieces, printed with the company seal and bore 25 kopek, 50 
kopek, and 1 ruble denomination. Most were redeemed prior to the purchase of 
Alaska by the United States, and at most only a handful of all denominations sur¬ 
vive today. Auction records indicate these pieces are very elusive and always at¬ 
tract heavy bidder interest. A 25 kopek note, inferior to the one offered here, 
brought $3,800 at a Stanley Gibbons auction in June 1979, and was the “star” of 
that sale with the highest price realized. No one can argue that this is by far the 
most “unusual" piece offered in this auction, and one of the scarcest as well.

PATTERN COINAGE 


MILTON FRIEDBERG’S POSTAL CURRENCY 
PATTERNS WITH MINT ENVELOPES 


The dawn of the Civil War brought financial chaos to the U.S. Suspension of specie payment in 
December of 1861 resulted in the hoarding, and disappearance of gold, silver, and even copper 
coins from circulation. To fill this void, Congress responded in July, 1862 with an act which 
allowed postage stamps to be redeemed by U.S. notes, and by extension of this mandate paved 
the way for U.S. Postage Currency to be issued. This was paper money in denominations of under 
one dollar bearing the likeness of U.S. postage stamps, and issued through the U.S. Post Offices. 
It was soon felt that some redemption system was necessary for the Postage Currency to give it a 
sound backing, but with specie payment suspended, this was not feasible. 

During the Congressional discussions of July, 1862, it was noted that by the Act of 1853, the 
weight of U.S. silver coinage had been reduced “. . . so as to make their actual less than their 
nominal value. If during the existing troubles the weight should be further reduced so as to 
establish a similar relation between these coins and U.S. Notes, it is probable that the coin will 
be retained in circulation.” Mint Director James Pollack in his report dated October 27, 1862 
noted that the intrinsic value of the one cent coin was less than ‘/it yet remained acceptable to 
the public, adding: “Would the half-dime, dime, or quarter dollar be any less acceptable if it were, 
say, three-fourths of the present weight of the coins?” 


He then endorsed creation of a devalued coinage “of the present nine-tenths fineness but of 
reduced weight” and extended the concept to cover redemption of Postage Currency. 

On May 15, 1863, Mint Assayers Jacob R. Eckfeldt and William E. DuBois sent to Director 
Pollack a lengthy report “on the subject of Silver Tokens for currency”, which elaborated upon the 
rationale and precedents for a token coinage. 

Their definition of “token” was a “coin whose value is partly real and partly nominal. It is a pay¬ 
ment in part with a promise of the remainder." By reducing the standard weight of silver coinage 
so that actual silver, value is less than nominal value it becomes a token coinage. They proposed, 
as an example, reducing the weight of the dime from 38.4 grains to 20 or 22 grains. 

They suggested that reducing the coin weight would bring hoarded silver coin back to the mint 
by allowing the holder a profit, while the recoined pieces would, in turn, remain in circulation as 
there would be no intrinsic premium to face value. They recommended maintaining the standard 
fineness of .900 as “the people are always jealous of any reduction in quality". 

Eckfeldt and DuBois also proposed to make some experiments in a new metal-aluminum, 
which was considered rare and expensive at the time. In closing, they indicated that the Mint 
Engraver Longacre was preparing dies with the words “Postage Currency — Exchanged for U.S. 
Notes, Act of July, 1862”, “to give the people the understanding that this is the legitimate suc¬ 
cessor to the paper bills.” The word “token” was unfamiliar, and therefore should not be used. 

In a postscript to that report, they added: 

We have prepared a few silver planchets of standard fineness and two grade of weight 20 
and 22 grains. This experiment will show which is to be preferred, in the practical view . . . 
they can probably be struck by Tuesday next (19th), or perhaps a day or two later. The mat¬ 
ter has been held as confidential as possible. 

The Postage Currency Pattern pieces were born from this secret experiment. As the pieces were 
struck, it is apparent that some mint official, probably W.E. DuBois, placed examples in small 
envelopes, and wrote pertinent information on the outside. Our offering is a set of 10 coins in 5 
envelopes, and is similar to examples in mint envelopes offered at the Eavenson Sale (1903), and the 
Earle Sale (1913). Due to the presence of dates on the envelopes in those sales, we can construct a 
probable emission sequence. 

On May 19, 1863, 43 or more pieces in Standard Silver were minted. The next day. May 20, saw 
the mints’ first experiments with aluminum, in which more than 30 pieces were struck. Also on May 
20 were the 39 strikings in block (pure) tin. On the following Wednesday they minted pieces in odd 
alloys and weights, tin with 3% copper (15 pieces), aluminum with 3% silver (30 pieces), 75% cop¬ 
per, 25% silver (27 pieces). Possibly other varieties were struck at that time. 

As the pieces we offer indicate, DuBois' and Eckfeldt’s fears concerning die-cracking, planchet 
buckling and splitting as expressed in their report to Pollack, were confirmed. The coins in these 
envelopes show occasional splitting, planchet waviness, and progressive die-cracking, and probably 
would have been very difficult to mint on a large scale. It may well be for this reason that this ver¬ 
sion of token coinage was never implimented. 

New England takes delight in offering these lovely pedigreed pieces from the collection of Milton 
R. Friedberg in superb condition, and unique as a set. Included are the only known 20 grain silver 
coins and the possibly unique 27 grain piece in block tin. These should appeal to collectors of pat¬ 
terns, dimes, and Fractional Currency, as well as those who love exotic mint history. 

We hope that these pieces will be sold as a unit, because their greatest value lies in uniqueness 
as a set. We will, however, offer both options by first offering the envelopes with accompanying 
pieces in individual lots, then offering the five lots as a unit as Lot 966. Bidding on Lot 966 will 
begin at the total of the highest bids for the five individual lots. High bids on Lots 961 to 965 are 
to be considered conditional, pending the outcome of bidding on Lot 966.

They 
sailed with equipment capable of 
coining $10,000 worth of gold 
per day. Apparently, they did not 
succeed—only a few, extremely rare 
Pattern Coins of the Massachusetts 
&. California Company are still 
extant.

These coins of Envelope # \ were probably among the very first pieces minted on

grain coins may have come to an early end by a decision in favor of the more 
stable 22-23 grain planchets. These are most likely the pieces Edgar Adams 
refers to in his notebook, “Have seen two specimens weighing 20 grains.” Scott’s 
Encyclopedia refers specifically to these two coins with the comment “2 pieces 
exist, each of 20 grs., ex-Merkin, private sale, 1967.” Interesting, (photo)

These pieces, struck on May 20, represent what was probably the first use of 
aluminum at the mint, as no pattern issue appear to have been minted in 
aluminum prior to 1863, and all available information indicates that the remain¬ 
ing patterns of 1863 struck in aluminum were struck later than May. J. Pollack, 
Director of the Mint, in his annual report issued October, 1863, discussed the use 
of aluminum for “small change” or as a substitute for postal currency, and was 
most concerned by the price, which had gone from $20 per oz. to $10 per lb., and 
was expected to decline to one-third of that. He suggested that when that price 
level was reached the idea was given “earnest and considerable attention”. 

Also it is interesting to note that the Adams-Woodin listing AW-382 applied to 
pieces of 11 grain weight. In Adams’ revised notes he indicates a sub-listing AW- 
382a, applying to the 8 grain coins. This version was never published, (photo) 
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964 3 pieces (J-329, AW-385). IOC Block (pure) Tin. Plain Edge. R-5 (39 pieces 

struck)

An exceptional offering, seldom matched in quality as tin is a highly reactive 
metal, and most pieces tend to rapidly oxidize, (photo)

968 J-127 Undated (1851), It Billon, Plain Edge, R-6, PROOF-65, moderate olive 

and gray toning. This design is the first attempt by the U.S. mint to reduce the 
size of the It coin. To provide the coin with real intrinsic value, it was thought 
that billon — a composition of 90% copper and 10% silver, would provide the 
suitable composition. The pieces could be perforated so that the overall size 
would be acceptable for commercial use. As later Mint correspondence indicates, 
the idea was abandoned because the cost of recovering the silver from the pieces 
would be greater than 1C and the mechanical difficulties involved would be too 
cumbersome to mass produce. 

This is one of the original 1851 strikes, weighing 25 grains and struck in the 
billon composition. A lovely example of an interesting concept which never 
reached fruition. A delight for those interested in exotic mint history, (photo) 












969 J-160 1854 1C, Copper, Plain Edge, R-4, PROOF-65, toned light brown and 
iridescent hues at centers, peripheries exhibit traces of mint color. Attractive ex¬ 
ample of another early attempt to reduce the weight of the one cent coin. 

970 J-168 1855 1C, Bronze, Plain Edge, R-5, PROOF-65, toned a very handsome 
mahogany-brown. Examples of this alternative to the bulky Large Cent were 
struck in Copper-Bronze and Oride. At 935 grams, this specimen is likely to be 
one of the specimens in Bronze, (color photo) 

971 J-208 1858 It, Copper-Nickel, Plain Edge, R-4, PROOF-63, light golden tone. A 
fine example of the Indian Head design as later adopted for general issue in 1859 
featuring Indian Head obverse and a laurel wreath reverse. This would be a 
fascinating addition to any set of patterns and would be the showpiece of an In¬ 
dian Cent collection. 

972 J-212 1858 It, Copper-Nickel, Plain Edge, R-5, PROOF-65, cameo, vertical die 
striations. A few microscopic carbon spots, otherwise superb. 

973 J-231 1859 It, Bronze, Plain Edge, R-6, PROOF-65, medium brown and irides¬ 
cent toning. The trial piece from the regular dies in Bronze. 

974 J-236 1859 50t, Copper, Reeded Edge, R-4, PROOF-60, light hairlines. Appears 
to have been dipped. The Paquet design. 

975 J-237 1859 50t, Silver, Reeded Edge, R-4, EXTREMELY FINE-45. Probably us¬ 
ed for some time as a “pocket piece.” Longacre’s “Wreathed Head” design on the 
obverse, and “Cereal Wreath” reverse. One of the first uses of a “Cereal Wreath” 
design, used on regular issue Dimes and Half Dimes beginning in 1860. 

976 J-241 1859 50t, Silver, Reeded Edge, R-4, EXTREMELY FINE-45, lightly cir¬ 
culated and hairlined. Longacre head design. 

977 J-504 1866 5t, Nickel, Plain Edge, R-7, PROOF-65, with planchet cracked at 3 
o’clock. Shield Nickel pattern, with regular die obverse and short 5 in wreath on 
reverse, no cents. Scarce, fewer than one dozen examples known. 

978 J-605 1868 It, Nickel, Plain Edge, R-5, PROOF-65, brilliant. Planchet exhibits a 
trace of shallow porosity on the reverse. This issue was part of an attempt to stan¬ 
dardize cent, three, five and ten cent coins in design and weight. For a more in 
depth story, see our comments under J-647, Lot *980. 

979 J-615 1868 3t, Nickel, Plain Edge, R-5, PROOF-60, a few minor hairlines, full 
wire rim on obverse. A nice mate for the 1868 J-647, Lot *980.

980 J-647 1868 10C, Nickel, Plain Edge, R-5, PROOF-60, lightly hairlined surfaces. 

An interesting piece, related to the Friedberg Postage Currency Patterns 
previously offered. The payment of specie had been suspended in the early days of 
the Civil War and that suspension continued through the 1860’s. Alternatives 
were sought. Postage and Fractional Currency being the first. The Postage Cur¬ 
rency patterns were the first attempts to create a “token” coin which would not be 
hoarded due to its lower bullion value. Then followed the Three-Cent Nickel and 
Five-Cent Nickel coins, both devoid of silver value in hopes they would not be 
hoarded. 

Finally, in 1868 a bill was introduced to standardize the Cent, Three-Cent, 
Five-Cent coins in proportionate weight, equivalent Copper-Nickel composition, 
and complimentary design, with the purpose of replacing the minor coin and 
Fractional Currency. Dr. Judd quotes an editorial in the New York Herald at the 
time which stated “We are not yet near enough to the specie standard to bring out 
the silver dime; but a new coin of the same legal value of inferior metals would 
answer for the present just as well, and, in relieving us of all those little dirty bits 
of paper below the denomination of twenty-five cents, would be a great improve¬ 
ment in the way of small change.” 

Thus, this interesting Pattern was born, using the obverse hub from the old 
Large Cents, last coined in 1857. The idea never reached fruition, and this Pat¬ 
tern stands as another attempt to create a “token” coinage, born out of financial 
problems of the 1860’s. Interesting and historic, (photo) 

981 J-708 1869 10C, Silver, Reeded Edge, R-5, PROOF-63, brilliant. One of the early 
Standard Silver pieces. 

982 J-730 1869 25C, Copper, Plain Edge, R-6, PROOF-60, full mint red, densely 
hairlined. Another in the Standard Silver series. 

983 J-837 1870 10C, Silver, Reeded Edge, R-6, PROOF-65, deep blue and lavender 
toning on obverse. Reverse with gunmetal-blue toning. Part of the Standard 
Silver series. 

984 J-843 1870 10C, Silver, Reeded Edge, R-6, PROOF-63, brilliant. Issued as part of 
the Standard Silver series, intended to replace the Fractional Currency notes by 
offering a specie coin of standard composition but lighter weight. 

985 J-855 1870 10C, Silver, Reeded Edge, R-6, PROOF-65, mottled lavender toning. 

Very pretty. 

986 J-912 1870 25C, Silver, Reeded Edge, R-6, PROOF-60, brilliant with moderate 
hairlines. 

987 J-922 1870 50C, Aluminum, Plain Edge, R-6, PROOF-60, brilliant, with minor 
hairlines. High wire rim obverse, with corrosion on reverse at periphery.

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988 J-1617 $1, Silver (Metric Alloy), Reeded Edge, R-6, ALMOST UNCIRCU- 
LATED-55, surfaces dull and densely hairlined, light marks and planchet flaking 
above motto on reverse. This piece is one of the originals, struck in Metric Alloy, 
and weighing a full 25 grams, as opposed to the lightweight Standard Silver 
restrikes which are more softly struck and far more common, a low R-6, with 21 
to 30 pieces thought to exist. See also our comments on Lot # 1572, New England

989 J-1677 1882 5C, Nickel, Plain Edge, R-6, PROOF-60, lightly hairlined. One of 
the many Charles Barber designs for a 5C coin developed between 1881 and 

1883, prior to settling upon the Liberty design of J-1690, also developed in 1882. 

990 J-1721 1884 It, Nickel, Plain Edge, R-6, PROOF-65, thin planchet, small per¬ 
foration, lightly toned. Obverse features “One Cent” over perforation, shield 
beneath, laurel on either side. Reverse with UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
near border, 1884 beneath perforation. This and the similar 5C Pattern J-1724 
Judd refers to “as an attempt to produce a series of minor coins in nickel with a 
larger diameter." Little else is known about them. Judd also states that there are 
planchets of “various thicknesses, perforations vary in size” Edgar Adams and 
William Woodin in their 1913 reference list two distinct types AW-1705 "large 
perforation, thick planchet." Recently we had the honor of viewing Charles 
Barber’s personal specimens of this Pattern, which have been in the family since 

1884. It is significant to note that he retained two specimens — one of the type 
AW-1704 and one AW-1705, indicating that they were meant to be two distinct 
issues. Thus Judd has glossed over a major distinction, important enough to war¬ 
rant separate or at least sublisting.

This coin is easily one of 
the nicest examples of this very underrated date and should delight the collector

MINT STATE 1811 TALL 5 HALF EAGLE 


1072 1811 Tall 5, Breen-1 A, MINT STATE-60, fully struck from moderately clashed 
dies, with the mirror image of “US UN” from the reverse motto clearly visible on 
obverse above date. Blazing original mint bloom highlights this attractive piece, 
with a few insignificant field and rim marks (at 9 and 12 o’clock obverse). Hardly 
detracting from the overall appeal. A handsome example of the Capped Draped 
Bust to Left Half Eagle designed by John Reich and minted from 1807 to 1812. 
The microscopic “cut” in the rightmost point of the 13th star was Reich’s 
“signature” and can be seen on the 13th star of most of the dies produced by him 
in the early 19th century. As a date, the 1811 Half Eagle is somewhat scarcer 
than the others of this type with lesser mintages. Most of the recorded 99,581 
Half Eagles produced in 1811, were actually dated 1810, struck from leftover 
dies. Of the two varieties within 1811, Tall 5 and Small 5 (both of which were 
paired with the same obverse die), the Tall 5 is by far the scarcer, seen only half 
as frequently in Mint State, (color photo) 

1073 1834 ALMOST UNCIRCULATED-58, full blazing golden lustre. A very pleasing 
example of this first year of the reduced weight of $5 Gold coins, (color photo)

1074 1840-C FINE-15, polished. Weakly struck in centers as are most of the Charlotte 
coins. A very scarce date nonetheless. 

1075 1847 EXTREMELY FINE-45. 

1076 1867 EXTREMELY FINE-45, exhibiting Prooflike surfaces. Abrasion on surfaces 
little heavier than normal for a coin this grade, would be Almost Uncirculated if 
not for this aspect.

devices. A few minor hairlines from superb quality.

This coin 
easily qualifies as one of the most beautiful of all American coins. Theodore 
Roosevelt desired a more aesthetically pleasing, classically inspired coinage. Ar¬ 
tist and sculptor Augustus Saint-Gaudens was commissioned to execute a design 
of classic proportion and his nobley-sculpted high relief $20 gold coin was the 
result. In adhering to classical principles, Saint-Gaudens had executed a stunn¬ 
ingly beautiful coin with the personification of robed Liberty boldly facing for¬ 
ward, bearing high the torch as a symbol of truth. The high relief format was in 
the style of the most elegant Greek coinage, and gave the design a three- 
demensional realism unmatched in American coinage. Unfortunately, the high 
relief format also caused problems, for despite its elegance, it was not well suited 
to high-speed production methods, nor did they stack well after striking. Thus, 
after only 11,250 pieces were minted, production in high relief was suspended, 
and a lower relief style with arabic date was substituted. 

Today these pieces are among the most widely sought American coins. Their 
beauty is legend, and they draw unceasing admiration from those who appreciate 
that coinage — even American coinage — can harken to classic principles of 
design and make a bold, yet elegant statement.

BUST DOLLARS 


The year 1794 marked the beginning of regular issue silver coinage in the United States, when 
meager quantities of Dollars and Half Dollars were minted. Robert Scot’s elegant Flowing Hair 
design graced the Dollar coins of that first year and was carried over through most of the 1795 
production. The Draped Bust design was first introduced in the latter part of 1795 and continued 
with the Small Eagle reverse until mid-1798, when the Heraldic Eagle reverse was introduced. 
This combination continued in production through 1804, although all Dollars produced in 1804 
apparently bore the date 1803. 

The early American silver dollars faced a severe problem. They held a slight advantage over the 
Spanish Milled Dollars of the day in their net silver content. Though the difference was minute, a 
flourishing trade developed wherein U.S. coins were exported to the West Indies and traded for a 
greater quantity of the Spanish dollars. The Spanish dollars would then be brought into the U.S. 
where they could purchase more U.S. dollars, which in turn would then be exported. Thus U.S. 
dollars were lost from the regular channels of commerce. Their failure to circulate was one of the 
considerations which led to the termination of their production in 1804. It wasn’t until 1840 that 
silver dollars were again minted for circulation. 

An example of each of the three major types of early dollars — Flowing Hair/ Small Eagle 
(1794-1795), Draped Bust/Small Eagle (1795-1798), and Draped Bust Heraldic Eagle 
(1798-1803) — is within the reach of most collectors. A set of the three provides an encapsulated 
history of early American silver coinage, and is a handsome addition to any numismatic 
connoisseur’s collection. 

The dies for the coins were handmade from prepared elements punched into the die. Several in¬ 
teresting and rare varieties exist. The serious collector is advised to consult The United States 
Silver Dollars From 1794 to 1803 by M.H. Bolender, which offers a complete listing of early 
dollars by year and variety.

The fledgling U.S. Mint at Philadelphia 
bore into service coin presses intended for smaller denominations, and failed to 
align the dies properly. Thus, most of the 1758 Dollars coined in the latter part of 
1794 exhibit certain peculiarities and weakness of strike, most noticeably that the 
left side fails to strike up fully. Of the original mintage of 1758, it is estimated that 
fewer than 100 pieces survived, and most are found to be heavily circulated or 
damaged. Despite this, the offering of any 1794 dollar is a well noticed occasion 
in the numismatic fraternity, and the successful bidder may have the satifaction

MORGAN DOLLARS 


With a total mintage of over 650 million pieces issued annually from 1878 to 1904,and in 1921, it 
is not surprising that the extremely durable Morgan Dollar continues to be one of the most 
popular series in American numismatics. As recently as the 1960’s bags of common date dollars 
(and some not so common) were available at face value or just slightly above. It was possible in 
those days to search through bags of dollars at your local bank, and locate a majority of dates at 
only one dollar each! 

Traditionally, the Treasury Department would release bags of silver dollars near the holiday 
season because they made ideal gifts. As the demand grew, however, they began to dig deeper in¬ 
to their vaults and ultimately released bags of Uncirculated dollars which had been in storage 
since they were minted several decades earlier. Many dates with reasonably high mintages had 
previously been very difficult to locate. It was presumed that most of them were melted under the 
provisions of the Pittman Act of 1918, when 270 million coins were destroyed. That was almost 
half of the dollars minted to that date. 

The release in the middle 1960’s of several thousand Uncirculated 1903-0’s, previously thought to 
be a “rare” date caused the price to tumble from $1,500 to $30 almost overnight. This new 
availability of previously difficult to obtain dates caused renewed interest in the series. Many peo¬ 
ple began to collect silver dollars when they realized that the Treasury supplies were nearly 
depleted. As it turned out, the last remaining 2.9 million silver dollars were not released at face 
value, but instead were offered for sale to the public in the GSA sales of the mid 1970’s. 

Many other factors such as the dramatic increase in the number of dollar collectors: the release of 
the multi-million Redfield Hoard of primarily better date dollars in 1974: and the dramatic rise in 
price of silver bullion, have contributed to the incredible growth in interest (and price apprecia¬ 
tion) of the Morgan Dollar series.

PEACE DOLLARS 


The “War to End All War” traumatized the world as had no previous event. When the Armistice 
was finally signed and peace returned, it was considered by many to be the dawn of a new age — 
an age of peace and prosperity. Many people also felt that this new-found peace should be 
honored through the issuance of a coin. Among these people was prominent numismatist Farran 
Zerbe, then President of the American Numismatic Association. He used the A.N.A. Convention 
of 1920 as a platform from which to urge the organization to back a proposed silver dollar coin 
bearing witness to the concept of peace. 

Congress approved the idea, and noted sculptor Anthony DiFrancisci provided the design for a 
“Peace Dollar.” The obverse depicted a radiant head of Liberty, while the reverse consisted of an 
eagle in a position of repose positioned on a mound inscribed with the word “Peace.” 

The coin was first struck in Philadelphia in 1921. It was soon discovered that DiFrancisci had 
produced a design of such sculpted high relief that high speed production was very difficult. The 
relief was shallowed for the 1922 and subsequent issues, leaving 1921 as a distinct one year type 
coin — classic and handsome in Gem, fully struck condition. Pieces in the shallow design were 
minted from 1922 through 1928, and again in 1934 and 1935. Many of the later issues (1927-D, 
1927-S, 1928, 1934-D and 1934-S among them) are seldom offered in Gem condition, and have 
been prized by astute collectors for years. 

Perhaps in the future one or more specimens of the 1964 Peace Dollar will emerge. Over 300,000 
coins bearing the date “1964” were struck in the early part of 1965 at the mint in Denver. All 
were supposedly destroyed, yet reports continue to surface that indicate a few may have escaped 
the melting pot. If this is true, these would be modern rarities: the lone examples of our nation’s 
final 90% silver dollar production. 

The very fussiest of collectors is certain to find something of interest in the following offering. Most of 
the popular dates, including 1921, 1928, and 1934-S are represented. And many are in exquisite 
condition . . . lovely examples of America’s numismatic tribute to the end of World War I.
